WllIOUIOAS  by  an  Order  in  Couueil  of  February 
0th,  1807,  regulations  were  established  for 
the  issue  tif  permits  to  mine  coal,  the  prtiperty  of 
the  Crown,  on  Dominion  lands,  but  as  regulatitius 
were  subsi‘t|uently  established  for  the  leasing  tif 
sueh  coal-mining  rights  for  a terms  of  years  upon 
payment  “of  an  annual  rental  at  the  rate  of  .til  an 
acre,  it  was  consitlered  that  the.se  regulations  were 
no  longer  necessary,  and  they  were  rescinded  by 
Order  in  Council  i)t  February  18th,  1020: 

Anti  whereas  representations  have  been  made  to 
the  Department  tif  the  Interior  that  actual  settlers 
who  are  unable  tti  purchase  a suiiply  of  coal  for 
their  own  dome.stic  u.se,  anil  who  art^  not  in  a 
position  to  act|uire  a lease  under  the  regulations 
referred  to  and  to  equip  a mine,  desire  t<i  revive 
these  regulations,  so  that  they  may  be  in  a position 
to  obtain  a jiermit  for  a small  area  and  take  out 
sufficient  coal  each  year  for  their  own  domestic 
use : 

Therefore  His  Excellency  the  (Jovernor-tJeneral 
in  Council,  on  the  recomnn'iidation  of  the  IMinister 
of  the  Interior,  is  pleased  to  make  the  annexed 
regulations  for  the  issue  of  permits  to  mine  coal 
for  domestic  purposes,  but  not  for  sale,  and  the 
same  are  hereby  made  and  established  accordingly; 
such  regulations  to  remain  in  force  until  rescinded 
by  order  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior.

REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  ISSUE  OF  PER- 
MITS TO  MINE  COAL. 


Recjui.ations  for  the  issue  of  permits  to  mine  coal, 
the  property  of  the  Crown,  for  domestic  pur- 
poses, but  not  for  sale,  in  the  I’rovinces  of 
Manitoba,  Sa.skatchewan,  and  Alberta,  the 
Yukon  Territory,  the  North-west  Territories, 
the  Railway  lielt  in  the  Province  of  Rritish 
Columbia,  and  within  the  tract  containing 
three  and  one-half  million  acres  acquired  by 
the  Dominion  Government  from  the  Province 
of  Rritish  Columbia,  and  known  as  the  Peace 
River  Block. 

“ Minister  ” shall  mean  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  of  Canada. 

“ Ijocation  ” shall  mean  the  tract  which  may  be 
described  in  a domestic  coal  permit. 

“ Locator  ” shall  mean  the  person  who  locates  or 
stakes  a mining  location  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  these  regulations. 

“ Year  ” shall  mean  a period  of  twelve  consecu- 
tive calendar  months. 

“ Mining  Recorder  ” shall  mean  the  Agent  of 
Dominion  Lands  for  the  di.sp-ict,  or  other  officer 
appointed  by  the  Government  for  the  purpose 
referred  to. 

1.  The  coal  mining  rights  which  are  the  property 
of  the  Crown  in  the  Provinces  of  Manitoba,  Sas- 
katchewan, Alberta,  the  Yukon  Territory,  the 
North-west  Territories,  the  Railway  Belt  in  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  and  within  the  tract 
containing  three  and  one-half  million  acres  of  land 
actiuired  by  the  Dominion  Government  from  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  and  known  as  the 
Peace  River  Block,  may  be  acquired  under  permit 


issut'il  by  (Ilf  .Milling  Rfcorilfr  fur  (lie  di.slrifl  at 
an  aniiiial  rfiMal  nf  •fl'i,  payalilc  in  atlvancc. 

(h.)  Priivitlfil,  liiiWfVt'r,  tinil  (lifHc  rcgulat inns 
shall  nut  apply  (ti  hcIiiioI  lands  or  In  lainls  cniii- 
prisfd  ill  any  Doiniiiinii  I’orfst  reserve  or  jiark,  or 
other  reserves  niatle  by  Parliaineiit  or  by  order  of 
the  Governor  in  Conneil,  or  laiiils  lawfiill.v  occnpieil 
for  mining  purposes,  or  lanil  within  any  ineoriior- 
ated  city,  town,  or  village,  unless  otherwise  specially 
provitletl  by  thi'  Governor  in  Council. 

(c.)  The  permit  shall  not  convey  to  (he  permittee 
the  right  to  sell  any  of  the  coal  iiiinetl  from  the 
location  dcscribeil  therein. 

2.  The  maximum  area  of  a coal-mining  loeatioii 
which  may  be  actiiiifed  under  permit  shall  lit*  one 
(1)  acre,  and  no  person  shall  be  permitted  to  hold 
at  the  s.iine  time  more  than  one  permit.  'I’lie  iier- 
mit  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Ministi'r,  be 
reiK'wed  from  year  to  year  so  long  as  the  rights 
described  therein  are  vested  in  the  Crown,  provitlcd 
the  ]iermitt(‘e  has  complied  in  evt'ry  resjiect  with 
the  retiuirements  of  the  regulations  untler  which 
such  permit  was  issut'il,  and  provitlcd  lit:  is  operat- 
ing a mine  to  the  satisfactitm  tif  the  Minister. 

I 2.  A coal-mining  location  at't|uiretl  untler  these 
regulations  shall  not  I'xceed  2 chains  in  witltli, 
measiiretl  in  tliri'ct  tlistanct',  anti  its  greatest 
tlimension  shall  not  exctii  tl  Ij  chains,  the  maximum 
area  t'lnbracetl  not  to  exceed  1 acre. 

■1.  The  location  shall  be  staked  out  by  the  locator 
in  iierstm  by  placing  at  each  of  its  ftmr  corners  a 
wtitiden  post  not  less  than  4 inches  squartt,  tlriven 
not  less  than  18  inches  into  the  groiiinl  and  showing 
that  length  above  it.  If  jitists  cannot  be  tlriven  into 
the  ground  the  locator  shall  erect  about  each  such 
post,  to  support  it  and  keep  it  in  iilace,  a cairn  or 
mound  of  stones  at  least  2 feet  in  diameter  at  the 
base  and  18  inches  high.  If  the  location  is  timbered 
a line  joining  the  said  posts  shall  be  run  and  fully 
marked  so  as  to  be  clearly  discernible.  If  the 
ground  is  of  such  a character  that  any  one  post 
cannot  be  seen  from  the  entls  of  t'ither  of  the  lines 
which  form  the  angle  at  which  the  saiil  post  is 
placed,  posts  llattened  on  two  sides — such  llatti'iieil 
portions  to  face  the  direction  of  the  line — shall  be 
planted  or  mounted  along  the  side  lines  wherever 
necessary,  so  that  no  difficulty  may  be  experienced 
in  following  the  boundaries  of  the  location.  The 
lines  bounding  the  location  shall  be  straight  lines, 
due  north  and  south  and  due  east  and  west,  and 
the  locator  shall  mark  on  the  post  at  the  north-east 
angle  of  the  location  legibly  his  name  in  full,  the 
date  of  staking,  and  the  letters  C.!M.L.  No.  1 to 
indicate  that  the  post  is  coal-mining  location  post 
No.  1.  On  the  post  marking  the  south-east  angle 
of  the  location  he  shall  place  the  letters  C.M.L.  No. 
2 and  his  initials;  on  the  post  marking  the  south- 
west angle  he  shall  place  the  letters  U.M.L.  No.  2 
and  his  initials ; and  on  the  post  marking  the 
north-west  angle  he  shall  place  the  letters  C.M.L. 
No.  4 and  his  initials. 

If  the  corner  of  the  location  falls  within  a ravine, 
bed  of  a stream,  or  other  situation  where  the  char- 
acter of  the  ground  may  render  the  planting  of  a 
post  impossible,  the  said  corner  shall  be  indicated 
by  the  erection  at  the  nearest  suitable  point  of  a 
witness  post,  upon  which  he  shall  place  the  inscrip- 
tion provided  for  with  regard  to  corner  posts, 
together  with  the  letters  W.I’.  and  an  indication 
of  the  bearing  and  distance  of  the  site  of  the 
corner  marked  by  such  witness  post. 

5.  Application  for  a location  situated  in  unsur- 
veyed territory  shall  contain  a description  of  the 
location  applied  for,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by 
a plan  showing  the  iwsition  of  such  location  in  its 
relation  to  some  prominient  topographical  feature 
or  other  known  point.  The  plan  shall  contain  suf- 
ficient data  to  admit  of  the  exact  position  of  the 
location  being  definitely  shown  in  the  records  of 
the  Department.  The  location  shall  be  rectangular 
in  form,  except  where  a boundary  of  a previously 
located  coal-mining  location  is  adopted  as  common 
to  both  locations,  and  in  no  case  shall  the  length 
of  the  location  exceed  three  times  its  breadth. 

().  Apiilication  for  a location  situated  in  sur- 
veyed territory  shall  contain  a description  of  the 
location  applied  for,  the  particular  legal  subdivision 
of  the  section  in  which  the  location  is  situated,  and 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a plan  showing  the  position

of  such  location  in  its  relation  to  one  of  the  survey 
posts  marking  the  section  in  which  it  lies.  Unless 
definite  information  is  furnished  as  to  the  exact 
position  of  the  locution  so  staked  the  application 
for  a permit  will  not  he  considered. 

7.  The  location  shall  in  all  cases  be  personally 
staked  out  by  the  applicant,  who  shall  within  thirty 
days  from  the  date  of  location  submit  his  applica- 
tion in  person  to  the  Mining  Recorder -for  the  dis- 
trict, or  to  a sub-recorder  for  such  district  for 
transmission  to  the  Recorder.  If  personal  applica- 
tion is  not  submitted  in  the  manner  prescribed 
within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  staking  it  shall 
not  be  considered. 

8.  Where  two  or  more  persons  lay  claim  to  the 
same  location  the  right  to  acquire  the  same  shall  be 
in  him  who  can  prove  that  he  was  the  first  to  make 
discovery,  or  to  take  possession  by  demarcation  in 
the  manner  prescribed  in  these  regulations. 

9.  If  application  is  made  by  two  or  more  appli- 
cants for  the  same  location,  no  one  of  whom  is  the 
original  discoverer,  the  Minister  may  invite  their 
competitive  tenders. 

10.  No  person  shall  enter  upon  for  mining  pur- 
poses or  shall  mine  upon  lands  owned  or  lawfully 
occupied  by  another,  until  he  has  given  adequate 
security  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Mining  Recorder 
for  any  loss  or  damage  which  may  be  thereby  caused, 
and  persons  so  entering,  locating,  prospecting,  or 
mining  upon  any  such  lands  shall  make  full  com- 
pensation to  the  owner  or  occupant  of  such  lands 
for  any  loss  or  damage  so  caused. 

11.  In  addition  to  the  rent  a royalty  at  the  rate 
of  25  cents  per  ton  of  2,000  pounds  shall  be  levied 
and  collected  on  the  merchantable  output  of  the 
mine,  and  such  royalty  shall  be  payable  to  the 
Mining  Recorder  for  the  district.  The  person  oper- 
ating a mine  shall  furnish  the  Mining  Recorder  for 
the  district  with  sworn  returns  monthly,  or  at  such 
times  as  the  Minister  may  direct,  accounting  for  the 
full  quantity  of  merchantable  coal  mined,  and  shall 
pay  the  royalty  thereon. 

12.  Default  in  payment  of  the  royalty  or  in 
furnishing  returns,  if  continued  for  thirty  days 
after  notice  has  been  posted  at  the  mine,  or  con- 
spicuously on  the  property  in  respect  of  which  it 
is  demanded,  by  the  Mining  Recorder,  or  by  his 
direction,  may  be  followed  by  cancellation  of  the 
permit. 

1.1.  Any  attempt  to  defraud  the  Crown  by  with- 
holding any  part  of  the  revenue  thus  provided  for, 
by  making  false  statement  of  the  amount  taken  out, 
may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister,  be  punished 
by  cancellation  of  the  permit. 

14.  In  the  event  of  it  being  found  necessary, 
when  the  permittee  has  been  requested  three  times 
in  writing  to  forward  any  overdue  return,  to  send 
a mining  inspector  or  other  officer  to  secure  the 
same,  the  Minister  may  charge  and  may  collect  from 
the  i)ermittee  the  expenses  incurred  in  securing 
such  return,  and  failure  to  make  payment  of  the 
expenses  so  incurred  shall  render  the  permit  subject 
to  cancellation. 

1.5.  The  permittee  shall,  before  opening  any  mine 
on  the  tract  descilbed  in  his  permit,  and  before 
removing  any  coal  theiM'from,  notify  the  mining 
iusi)ector  in  writing  of  his  intention  to  do  so,  and, 
with  a view  to  conservation,  all  operations  for  the 
recovery  of  such  coal  shall  he  in  accordance  with 
instructions  givmi  by  the  Inspecting  Engineer  of 
Mines.  Failure  on  the  i)art  of  the  permittee  to  so 
notify  the  mining  inKi)ector  of  his  intention  to  com- 
mt'nce  oix'rations,  or  failure  to  comply  strictly  with 
such  instructions  as  may  be  is.sue<l  by  the  Inspect- 
ing Engineer  of  Mines  as  to  the  numner  in  which 
the  location  shall  he  operated  will  render  the  p('rmit 
subject  to  immedi.-ite  c:incellation. 

1(».  'The  mining  inspi'ctor  or  other  o(fic<'r  or  per- 
son designated  by  tin'  Minister  shall  h:tve  tin'  right 
to  enter  upon  any  land  ac(|uired  under  permit,  or 
tin;  workings  theiasm,  to  examine  all  records  and 
books  of  .account  of  the  i)ertnittee  or  oper.ator,  and 
to  mak(‘  such  otlu'r  examination  as  may  be  deemed 
iK'cessary  in  order  to  ascertain  whetlu'r  or  not 
the  conditions  of  the  iiermit  and  the  instructions 
respecting  o])(‘raiion  ar(‘  being  complied  with. 

17.  The  permit  shall  be  returned  to  the  Mining 
Recoialer  on  the  dati'  specified  theia'in,  and  for 
failure  to  do  so  tin-  iMining  Recorder  may  refuse 
to  issue  another  permit.  inhil

ODRPORATION  OF  THE  TOWNSHIP  OF 
RICHMOND. 

By-law  No.  272. 

A By-law  for  draining  Band  on  Number  8 Road, 
J.ulu  Island,  to  be  designated  as  the  “ Number 
8 Road  Drainage  District,”  in  the  Municipality 
of  Richmond,  and  for  borrowing  on  the  Credit 
of  the  Municipality  the  Sum  of  Seven  thousand 
Five  hundrcKl  Dollars  ($7,500)  for  completing 
the  same. 

Provisionally  adopted  the  7th  day  of  March, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one. 

Whereas  a majority  in  number  and  value  of  the 
owners,  as  shown  by  the  last  i-evised  assessment 
roll,  of  the  property  hereinafter  set  forth  to  be 
benefited  by  the  drainage  thereof  have  petitioned 
the  Council  of  the  said  municipality,  praying  that 
the  drainage  of  lands  on  each  side  of  Number  8 
Road  between  the  North  and  South  Arms  of  the 
Fraser  River  on  Lulu  Island,  Biatish  Columbia, 
may  be  so  improved  and  kept  in  order  that  the  land 
may  be  satisfactorily  di’ained : 

And  whereas  thereupon  the  said  Council  pro- 
cured an  examination  to  be  made  by  Thomas  H. 
Tracy,  being  a person  competent  for  such  purpose, 
of  the  Said  locality  proposed  to  be  drained,  and  has 
also  procured  plans  and  estimates  of  the  work  to 
be  made  by  the  said  Thomas  H.  Tracy,  and  an
